PY2016 UPDATES TO THE ALTERNATE METHOD TO ATTEST AND AVOID PAYMENT ADJUSTMENTS

Are you an Eligible Professional (EP) who didn’t meet patient volume in Program Year 2016 but still need to avoid
payment adjustments? CMS rules allows certain Medicaid EPs the option of attesting to Meaningful Use through the
Medicare EHR Incentive Program Registration and Attestation system for the purpose of avoiding the Medicare payment
adjustment. This Alternate Attestation Method will NOT issue an incentive payment, but it does permit EPs who have
previously received an incentive payment under the Medicaid EHRIP (for either AlU or Meaningful Use) to demonstrate
that they are meaningful EHR users, even if they fail to meet the patient volume eligibility criteria in a subsequent year.
For Program Year 2016, EPs can report their Meaningful Use criteria for a 90-day period from within calendar year 2016
at the CMS Medicare R&A site. The Alternate Method to attest will be available January 3rd, 2017, and the deadline to
attest using the Alternate Method is February 28, 2017. For more details, please the guidance at our webpage:
